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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,14 and 14 are allowed. 

The closest prior art is Dewitte et al. (US 4957572). As discussed in section 8 of 
the Office Action dated 05/27/2009, Dewitte discloses a method wherein the extrusion 
rod inside the pump housing moves forward to cause the spacer forming material to 
pass through between the Inner peripheral surface of the housing and the outer 
peripheral surface of the extrusion rod. However, the spacer material that moves 
between said inner and outer peripheral surfaces is not supplied to the applicator head. 
Thus, the reference falls to disclose the limitations of claim 1 as currently amended. No 
disclosure In the prior would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Dewitte 
such that the reference would meet the limitations of claim 1 .
